The Municipal Court bill for Janesville 
has been defeated la the Senate. It bad 
been very materially amended and was 
made more practical in its provisions than 
the one originally introduced by Dr. Loid, 
and those in Janesville who opposed the 
first bill, could find no objections to the 
new one. It passed the Assembly by al­ 
most a unanimous vote, and when it 
reached the Senate it was referred to a 
committee of one—Senator Richardson— 
and by him it was recommended to be in- 
d finitely 
postponed, 
which was done. 
The Gazette .is firm in the belief that it 
would have been better to have passed the 
bill 
and 
created 
the 
court 
which 
so 
many demanded. 
If 
we 
understand 
the 
provisions 
of 
the bill correctly, it was a reasonably fair 
bill, and could not be objected to by those 
who found many objections to the original 
bilk Inasmuch as there is a strong feeling 
in favor of a Municipal Court, it would 
have oeen better to pass the bill, try the 
court, and if it was found too expensive or 
unnecessary, the people of Rock county 
would have soon touod it out, and would 
have demanded its repeal next winter. We 
were in hopes to see the bill go through 
simply to test the utility of such 
a 
court aud to satisfy the demands of the 
people. 


The interest bill bas finally suffered the 
fate ot all other bills of that kiod which 
have been introduced in the Legislature 
daring the past few years—haying been 
indefinitely postponed. The six and eight 
bill was passed by the Assembly on Satur­ 
day, the 0th of March, by a vote of 71 to 
Id. It went to the Senate for concurrence, 
and on Friday afternoon was indefinitely 
postponed by a vote of 18 to ll. The fate 
of this bill is hardly a cause for wonder. 
There are so many interests to consider 
when the rate for money is to be legis­ 
lated upon, that it is extremely difficult to 
harmonize the sentiment regarding the 
question, it is an impossibility to do it. 
For instance,the members of the Legislature 
from the Northern part of the State would 
have 
misrepresented their constituents 
had they voted for the six and eight bill. 
Money in that part of Wisconsin is worth 
more to the borrower than it ii here, and 
should the rate be put below ten per cent, 
the money would leave many counties 
where it is needed, and find ready borrow­ 
ers in Minnesota with good collaterals and 
who are willing to pay ten per cent. It 
was also discovered that if the bill bad 
been concurred in by the Senate, it would 
have cost the State $45,000 a year, as the 
receipts from the interest on the trust fund, 
which is now loaned at ten per cent would 
have been reduced that amount. These 
are soma of the causes which led the Sen­ 
ate to lndefiitely postpone the bill.

Shocklag H arder of Two Yoang La­ 
dies by T heir Uncle in M issouri.

In the latter part of the night he was 
awakened by a noise up stairs as if some 
one were strangling, aud being armed with 
a revolver, ho prccued.d cautiously up the 
stairs and to the door ot the room in 
which the 
young 
ladles had retired. 
When at the d u ro f the nom he dis­ 
covered the form of a man in the room, 
and at about the same time the man dis* 
covered him, started towards bim, and 
struck at him with a knife, but missed him. 
Then the old man fired, and the intruder 
tell dead. The old man taen rushed out of 
the house, heard chickens crowing, and 
ran in that direction until he came to a 
house wnere he iound a woman ait.log by 
the fire. He explain! I his mission and 
what he had done. The woman raid,

HORRIBLE MURDER. 


Cincinnati, March 14-T he Gazette’s 
special {from Waynesville, Ohio, rays that 
a brutal murder was discovered there this 
evening. Gideon Carson aud his wife have 
been living the past 
winter in an old 
school house in the outskirts of the village 
in most abject poverty, intensified by Car­ 
son a intemperance and ill-bealtb. He has 
been known to be very violent la temper 
when ..drank. At 6 o’clock tc -night a 
young mao who wanted to get Mrs. Car­ 
son to do some washing to-morrow rapped 
at the door. Getting no respooce, he en­ 
tered, and found the room in utter confu­ 
sion. Mrs. Carson lay on the front part of

The 
fatal blow bad apparently been given with 
a hatchet.

He was ta­ 
ken to jail, where he roused enough to ray 
he knew his wife was dead, that she was 
killed about I o’clc ck, but raid he did not 
know who did it Carson is between 50 
and GO years of age. and has been a highly 
respected man. He was at one time in 
the dry goods business, and for a long time 
was a trusted clerk in Haines, Wright & 
Co.’s store. Within the past few years he 
has been drinking heavily. 


Borne of the Peculiarities of H is Men­ 
ta l Malady. 
Milwaukee, March 13.—A Madison 
special press dispatch to a Sunday news­ 
paper rays that the exact condition of 
Chief-Justice Ryan’s health from time to 
time is as much a mystery as can well be 
imagined. It is the subject of inquiry by 
all who come bere, including of the Bar 
and newspaper men, but no satisfactory 
information is received. There does not 
appear to be any doubt that his physical 
health is good, or would be but tor his 
mental distemper. 
He is a confirmed 
hypochondriac, and insists that he is dan 
gerously and hopelersly ill, and he has fre­ 
quent spells when b’s symptoms are very 
threatening. But his greatest ailment is 
his mind, which appears to be decidedly 
unstrung. The violence of his temper and 
the frequent tornadoes and tempests of 
passion in which he 
has 
indulged 
through life, have at length borne their 
Inevitable fruit, and his mind hi i become 
totally ^unbalanced, without symptoms 
however, of softening of the brain. 
It is 
report' I that his attending physician, Dr. 
Phil Fox, on his regular call the other 
day, was asked by the Chief Justice for 
an honest opinion as .to h’i complaint, the 
nature of his illness, and the remedies 
which were being administer: I. 
“I do not think,,f was Dr. Fox’s reply, 
“that you will ever so tar recover es to be 
able to resume your place again upon f * 
bench.” 
“Whether I can go upon the Bench 
again or no is my busine?!, not yours,” 
roared the infuriated invalid. 
“But it is my business to fit you for 
your duties agaia if pofsible,” courteously 
responds the physician. 
A tigerish snarl was all the reply vouch- 
rated. 
A few days ago Dr. Eempster, Superin­ 
tending Physician of the Northern Lunatic 
Asylum, went, at Dr. Fox’s request, with 
him on ins professional call on the Chief- 
Justice. Dr. Kempster carefully watched 
the symptoms and indications in all their 
various features, and does not hesitate to 
say that the demeutation has proceed t i so 
far as to leave no hopes of a recovery of 
the intellectual faculties, and that the 
Chief-Justice cannot again go upon the 
Bench. At ithe same time there is no 
reason, apparently, why he may not live 
many years in the enjoyment of compara­ 
tively good physical nealtb, but with his 
mind so impaired ss to unfit him for official 
professional labor. 
The Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce 
case (Barnard vs. Backhaue), involving 
the validity of option contracts, and the 
whole system of Board of Trade business, 
is still undecided. 
It was referred to the 
Chief-Justice, after a very elaborate ar­ 
gument at the Bar, to write the opinion, in 
December lest, and the announcement of 
the decision was exp: cled in January. But 
he has not yet touched it, and the sense of 
delicacy of the other Justices has prevent­ 
ed them from taking it out of his hands. 
So, although it is koown that the case has 
been actually decided by an unanimous 
court, the announcement is withheld, and 
nobody knows what it is. 
The mental distemper of the Chief Just­ 
ice is not of such a nature as to impair the 
wonderful force aud vitality of his intel­ 
lect in professional research or labor, ll 
his mental condition would permit him to 
undertake 
and 
prosecute It. 
But his 
thoughts are filled with a thousand brood­ 
ing fancies, with hypochondriac gloom, 
and apprehensions of death. 
When he is 
rn his calmest states, or when his temper is 
aroused, is at the most trivial events, a 
storm ot emotion takes pi cession ol him, 
and rages like a cyclone, atter which ex 
haustion follows, producing those physical 
conditions in which death is regarded as 
emmlnent. As he recovers from these 
perk is of deprrslon he is very much like 
himself again nntil the next outbreak. 
A current story at Madison will be .read 
with interest In this conn: stion. When, a 
few months since, it became necessary for 
Mrs. Ne’ on Dewey, on account of her 
mental condition, to seek seclusion in the 
M&d’son Hospital for the Insane, it was 
with great difficulty that she was persuaded 
to take this step. Argument and solicita­ 
tion, with the pro! ability that fores »ould 
be used for her removal lf she further 
refuse J, at length induced her to enter the 
carriage with her physician, Dr. John 
Favllle, to be conveyc 1 to the asylum. As 
they were prying Chief Justice Ryan’s 
residence, 
Mrs. 
Dewey 
said: “Doc­ 
tor, what form do you consider that my 
mental aberration bas absume!, or what is 
its nature?” “Well,” raid Dr Favilie, in 
bis blandest and most deliberate tones, 
“Mrs Dewey, we call it the exc? is of an 
ungovernable temper.” “Doctor, hadn’t 
we batter stop and take in the Chief J us- 
tice on the same grounds?” WL. the reply, 
qaick as lightning, of the patient, whose 
mental diset re really resembled greatly 
that of Judge Ryan, from which, however, 
she has, happily, so far recovered as to be 
restored to her family and friends.

When questioned, both then aud after­ 
ward—by aid of Eigne and such words of 
I the Cree dialect as were kuown at the fort

ing hie own people and exposing himself 
to almost cer* tin death, he Eau! that his 
name was btemaw, and that he had tired 
of his tribe, and wanted to go to the tar 
aumil, where the traders had told him 
there was no snow and no winter. Every­ 
thing which seem I new to him about the 
tort he examined with the greatest carn i- 
ity. In stature he was quite tail, but slen­ 
derly made, and was judged to be not over 
twenty years of age. 
His eyes were of 
lighter color than most Indian*; otherwise 
he seemed not to diner from the ordinary 
redskin. 
IS i cm aw had not been at the pest many 
Lours when a party of Blackfeet were seen 
rid mg to the fort. 
Scarcely a day passed 
ai this season without some cf the tribe 
coming to trade. Mr. Wolfe hazily open­ 
ed the door cf a baar room in his boon-, 
an I bade the Cree go in there, advising 
him, with most forcible gestures and the 
few word* he underate ’, to keep quiet, as 
he valued his life, and not let so much as 
his topknot be seen by the Blackfeet. 
While the trading was going on num­ 
bers of th# young warriors, scarcely more 
than 
boys, were 
racing 
about inside 
the inclosure, and peeping into the store­ 
houses. 
Suddenly the traders were pro-

the twenty-fourth .day lie made cighty-

Aiier some uucuusioq Ma* was agreed to, 
am! the jjaiiy uibmuunted inside the gate 
und * tacked their gun?. A long rope was 
then stretched breast high out on the plaiu 
in fro Lf of the fort, and behind this the 
crowd of Blacklcet took th**•> “’^ ea.

!r-;!vT then stepped cli a hundred paces, 
when two of the soldiers brought out the 
Cree by way of a little postern gate on the 
other side, and placed him by Mr. Wolfe. 
At sight of him the Blackfeet raised a 
shout, but Maskamoze compelled them to 
await a signal. 
“Xow, fcitmaw,” said Mr. Wolfe, you 
must run for your life. Dou’t be scared 
(tor the poor follow was trembling in his 
mr cess ii*.)

parts again.” 
WDH this parting Injunction 
the trader raised his hand, which was the 
sigutil agreed on. The rope dropped. With 
a > ell, ferocious enough to appal the stout­ 
est heart, the Blackfeet sprang toward 
Bicmaw. Instead of bounding away, as the 
men expected he would, the wretched boy 
seemed paralyzed with fright. 
He laced 
arotiLd for an instant and then ran Z g-zig 
and indue no progress. 
iu itrs than half a minute the Blackfeet 
were upon him almost {clasping bim. He 
is I st,” we thought and gave him up tor 
caught.

B Jure Light tiny had ad come in but were 
not much disposed to talk alout the Cree, 
nor did the traders care to taunt them 
Afterward st me of the B.t ckfeet said at 
the fun trial “Mahyau make strong medi* 
cine fir Cree,” and so he had—the best 
and stioEgest medi ne tor health and vigor 
—good, hard, sharp training. 
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foolish Sternaw had so far allowed bis cu- 
riusity to get the better of his prudence as 
to peep out at the window for a iock ut his 
eaem its. 
One of them had seen him, aud 
instantly recognizing a Cree by his head 
dress, fired at bim through ih e window 
with a gun which, contrary to the rules, he 
had brought into the fort, hidden under his 
blanket. 
This sinai!, high window was 
broken, and the Blackfeet, yelling like 
blood^-hounds, w’ere trying 
to 
get 
in 
while the Cree, with an ax he had picked 
up in the room, was making good 
his 
position with vigorous blows through tho 
aperture. 
The few armed men at the post were 
instantly 
musterc I at drum 
beat, and 
pressed back the young Blackfeet, and the 
Blackfoot chief, 
M ackluinz:, 
shouting 
iike an old stentor, called ( ll his braves, 
[laving learned from them the 
ciu se 
of the outbreak, the chief turned indig­ 
nantly to Mr. YVoife. 
The stern face and 
lofty bearing ot the c.5 warrior were very 
striking. 
“ Why has my brother Mahuyan a Nord 
Cree hidden in his lodge ?” was his ques­ 
tio n . (M ahujao, I may explain was the 
indian word which signified the same as 
Mr Wolfe's name.) 
The trader hastily 
explained that the 
man was a reiuu n , who had come to the 
fort of his own accord and that he seemed 
to bu a harmless wanderer, 
Namutegis, wccash I ” (a cursed spy,) 
exc’clmed Mackaun ze. 
Mr Wolfe told the chief that he did not 
believe that the C fi a- was a spy, but that 
he appeared to be only a foolish boy en a 
ving lour. 
**My brother May huan dots not knew 
the Cree*,” said the old B ack toot, with a 
caille, ibcu. suddenly shaking his toma- 
ta a k above his head he exclaim ed: “ There 
bed blood between the* Biacklecl uqJ tile 
Nord Creis. 
Mt.hu>aa must give bun up 
o us.” 
“‘But the poor byy hts done uo harm ,” 
ur^td Mr Wolfe. 
Ile has com ) into the couu'ry of the 
Bl iCkfeei,” said the chief sternly. “He mutt 
d ie .” 
Mr Wolfe was al his w it’s end. 
He did 
no; want to give up Steniiw to be tortured 
anil 
burned. 
But the g< od will of the 
Blackfeet, if forfeited, wou d not only min 
tue trade of the post, bat put all Hie lives 
j eopardy; lot the Indians were both numer­ 
ous and well-arm ed, and the force ut the 
io n was bul a handful. 
In this dilemma 
Wolfe bad recourse to deception. 
“My brother speaks wail,” said he to 
Matkacm z \ “But with the white m ans 
Manitou ibis is the moon of peace, when 
no blood must be &shcd. 
W hen next the 
nmon is at Its full, com e to me and I will 
give up to you the Cree—but on one con­ 
dition 
“And what is t in t ! ” 
demanded 
the 
Blackfoot, who had been steadily gazing at 
the trader in a way that boded no good in 
Case of a rd us a I. 
“I will give up to you the Crte, said Mr 
W olfe. * but among the w hite men it is 
held c iwardiy for many braves to fail upon 
one who is alone and unarmed. 
The Cree 
must have one chance for his life. * Your 
warriors are fleet of foot, Mackinac ze. 
i 
will set the Cree IOO paces in front of them, 
aud id him run for his life.” 
To this the chief assented far m ire readily 
than the trader had feared he would, for 
the Black!-, et are famous runners, sur­ 
passing in this respect all other tribes of 
the Northwest. 
In fact. Mr Wolfe had 
hit exactly the right chord. 
The Indians 
left the poet, intimating in strong terms, 
however; that they should be promptly on 
hand at the appointed time. 
Alter such a com piom ise and pledge, 
Mr Wolfe did not dare even to connive at 
tne Cree s escape. But he put bim at once 
rn nard training. 
He turned him out al 
5 o’clock every morning, aud after a brief. 
brisk bath in cold 
Water, had him run 
three times round the stockade, a distance 
of fifty rods. 
He was then fed on fresh 
buffalo meat, a full breakfast and given 
three hours to digest it. 
Then for ao hour 
he was mace to run at full speed round the 
stockade. After a rest of a couple of hours, 
he was given another full meal of meat, 
and late in the afternoon was put at run- 
c tug again for a second heat of an hour. 
Just a light supper was then given him, 
upon which he was commonly ready to go 
to his bunk and sleep like a top.
